2. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for breaking the roads for 
the year ending February 15, 1907. 

3. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for school supplies for the ° 
ensuing year. 

4. To see what sum'of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the public library 
for the ensuing year. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools above that 
required by law for the ensuing year. 

6. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for the repaiing of high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to procure a new ftoor 
for the selectmen’s office, and if so, raise and appropriate 
money to pay for the same. 

8. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the extermination’ of the 
brown-tail moths. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for services of town officers 
and all other necessary town expenses. 

10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to accept money to be used qs a fund for the care 
of cemeteries in said town. 


11. To see if the town will vote to have the summer 
highway tax collected in money, and whether the town 
will choose highway surveyors or road agents.

We have been particularly fortunate in procuring teachi- 
ers. They have all shown an interest atid enthusiasm 
worthy of the highest praise. They have been found gen- 
crally industrious and progressive; while suecess has 
vome to them only through persistent, dauntlcss efforts. 


Children are the greatest vifis intrusted to mortal care; 
tind their school training is Gne of the most important 
parts of their entire education. | Yet, how many parents 
there are, who, thinking their whole duty lies in support- 
ing a system and electing men to stand at its hea’ , send 
their children to teachers and schools of which they know 
little, and never go to ascertain whdt their children are 
doing. Would any of these parents intrust to a work- 
man a work of far less importance and never see how it 
progressed
